THIRTY MILES. 


The Long-distance Ride at 
the Park. 


A Large Crowd and Lively Betting on 
the Darky. 


One of the Squarest Races That Has 
Been Ran. 


Peppers, the Colored Jockey, Wins the Honors and 
Beats the Record—An Exciting Race— 
Les Peek Will Give an Ex- 
hibition Today. 


Quite a large number of spectators were 
present at the Agricultural Park track yes- 
terday afternoon, to witness the 30-mile 
race between the colored long-distance 
rider, Peppers, and Alfredo Garcia, an ex- 
jockey of the Santa Anita stable. No fault 
could be found either with the weather or 
the track, the latter being in especially 
good condition. Although it was announced 
that the race would be started at 2:30 sharp, 
it was 3:15 before the two contestants were 
ready for the word go. In the meanwhile 
speculators were given a chance to invest 
on the result. and expressed their estimate 
of the two riders by bidding $20 for Peppers 
and $5 for Garcia. At these odds some 
$1500 went into the pool box. When the 
race was first made some outside bets were 
made at even money on the race, but, the 
fact leaking out that Peppers had secured 
the use of the best horses for the day. 
caused the backers of Garcia to be very 
chary in supporting him with their coin. 

Garcia’s string of six horses were the 
first to show upon the track. They proved 
to be good lookers,“ but evidently lacked 
sufficient breeding to carry them through. 
Peppers’s mounts, also numbering six, were 
nearly all a aud quite familiar 
with the racetrack. 

C. A. Durfee, Capt. Barrett and H. Mo- 
Greggor were selected to actas judges. 
Their first official act was to call Peppers 
and Garcia inw the stand, and inform them 
that rumors had been spread about the 
track that there was something crooked 
about the race. Both riders were told that 
if the least thing at all suspicious about the 
race came under their notiee, they would de- 
lare the race and bets-off. Garcia and Pep- 
pers deciared that they were out for blood, 
and that the race was entirely on the square. 
They were then dismissed and told to 
mount. Peppers chose theinside of the 
track some fifty feet from the wire to make 
his change ef horses, at the end of each 
mile, while Garcia took the ontside a litile 
further down the track. The weights of 
the two jockeys were not os given, but it was 
said that Peppers was 20 pounds heavie 
than Garcia, who probably rode at abou 
115 pounds. Peppers wore ‘the Baldwia 
colors, and Garcia a flaming red jacket witb 
white sleeves. 

At 3:15 the word “Go” was given. Pep- 
pers lead by a length or 80 to the stretch, 
when Garcia cut — and, coming in 
about two lengths to the — his 
first change of horses muc

=| ere for the niuth mile, there was 
littie to choose between them, both 
changing their mounts neatly and guickly. 
Then Garcia struck his first snag. 110 
rushed — up to his fresh horse, a skit- 
tish chestnut, who, frightened by the 
flaring colors of Garcia’s jacket, gan 
jumping around wildly and gave Peppers a 
lead of several lengths. The first 10 miles 
were made by Peppers in 22:08, four lengths 
ahead of Garcia. At the twelfth change 
Peppers was fully one-eighth of, a mile 
ahead, Garcia’s horses acting badiy at the 
changes. In the sixteenth mile Garcia’s 
horses began to get very tired, as also did 
their rider, and Peppers increased his lead 
to a quarter of a mile, The twenty miles 
were made by Peppers in 43% minutes, 
Garcia tully half a mile in the rear. 
From then on to the finish Peppers kept 
drawing away, and went under the wire at 
the end of the thirtieth mile the winner by 
fully egg of a mile. Time, 1h. 
5m. 293., thus beating the record by Im. 


e and his horses were very tired at 
the end of the race. while Peppers seemed 
comparatively fresh. Peppers's horses did 
not seem much distre 

The winner showed great judgment, both 
in riding and in changing. He rode his 
old mount close up to his change horse, and 
had but a = or two to go to 
reach him, while Garcia pulled up 
quite a distance off his fresh mount, and 
had to run to his fresh horse, And then 
Garcia’s ig colored jacket frightened 
his . w lunged and jumped around 
to see a red hues apparition rushing fran- 
tically towards them. Then Peppers 
also better assistance in changing, his holder 
and catcher being much quicker than 
Garcia’s. 

The success of Peppers seemed to delight 
a multitude of his colored friends as much 
as it did himself, and the horse blankets 
and old hats waved victoriously in the air 
produced almost the effect of another eclipse.

A New Fad of Some of Our Society 
Ladies. 

Society women get some strange fads in 
their heads once in awhile, but one of the 
most singular that has been brought to 
light for a long time popped up recently. 
lt seems that some weeks ago a band of 
Japanese women came down here from San 
Fraucisco and opened a shooting gallery 
on Upper Main street. This on its 
face is all right, but the locality is 
in the lowest part of town, and is hardly 
the proper place for respeciable women to 
visit, and yet quite a number of the society 
ladies of the upper-crust circle are daily 
visitors at the filthy little place. 

What takes them there is a mystery, for 
the little female Japs are as homely as Old 
Nick, and it is hardly possible that the high- 
toned ladies are so thoroughly stuck on rifle 
practice that they cannot keep away from 
the dirt-begrimed place. 

A Japanese member of the Y.M.C.A. was 
seen by a ‘LIMES reporter yesterday, and 
questioned regarding the matter. e did 
not seem to be at all disposed to talk, but 
after a while he gave in and made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“The shooting-gallery people are perfectly 
respectable, and have been running the 
same kind of a place in San _ Francisco, 
where they had for their customers 
some of the highest-toned ladies 
of that place. These same Japanese 
women still own an interest in the 
San Francisco place, andiam told that 
they are making a great deal of money up 
there. When they first came down here 
a few werks ago it was believed that 
they would not be able to build up a trade, 
and we have had a mighty hard time to in- 
duce respectable women to join the shoot- 
ing class, but all of the Japanese Christians 
are working fur them, and I think we will 
soon be able to build upa good trade for 


them. 

“N 4 there is nothing bad about the shoor 
ing gallery on Upper Main street. I know 
it has been reported about town that nude 
dances were given by the Jap girisina 
rear room, but such is not the case. The 
girls simply teach iadies how to shoot, and 
as Japanese women are very scarce in this 
country, there area great many white wo- 
men who will goa long way o see them, 
and 1 am sure that ladies take a great deal 
of interest in rifle practice as soon as they 
get a little used to handiing firearms. It is 
amusing to see sume of the new beginners 
trying to handle a rifle, and you would kill 
yourself laughing could you see them shut 
both eyes, blaze away, and then drop the 
gun and go off into a fainting fit. But, 
alter they have practiced a short time, they 
make mighty good shots, and 1’ll bet there 
are several hundred ladies in San Francisco 
whoe.n shoot all around almost any of your 
crack male shots in this city.”

MODERN DEVICK OF THE DEVIL 

CATON THK UNWARY. 
— 

No Less Than Five Assignation 
Houses io Fall Operation in the 
Suburbs of Los Angeles—Some- 
thing About Ibeir Methods of 
Operation. 


A few years aco wayside cottages were 
unknown in this city, but now they are 
springing up on all sides, and those who 
are inclined to be bad can shake hands 
with the devil at any hour of the nicht. 
Tur Times has called the attention of offi- 
cers to the carryings-on at wayside assigna- 
tion-houses or cottages, time and again, but 
for some reason they seem to pay no atten- 
tion to such things, and they are flourishing 
in a manner that would make the typical 
sinner of 50 years ago tremble with fear. 
But this isan age of progress in criminal 
branches as well as in everything else, and 
the wayside houses of today are as far ahead 
of the wayside houses of 50 years — 4 as the 
electric light is ahead of the ola dusty 
street lamp. There are now at least five 
cottages of this kind within five miles of 
the center of the city, d, strange as it 
may seem, every one of them is making 
money. ‘They are noth but assignation 
houses of the lowestetype, and although 
they have been running but a short 1 
they have caused a number of divorces, and 
the heart of —— one fond mother has 
been broken by them. 

For the benefit of officers who do not 
know how these dens are run, or will not 
tuke the trouble to find out. it micht not be 
amiss to give the modus o 

The wayside assignation bouse is ner- 
ally conducted by an old female rascal who 
has waded — vice up to her neck in 
some large city. If she does not happen to 
have a prize hghter for a lover, she hires 
one, and these two birds of y are ready 
for any kind of criminal work from petty 
larceny up to murder, if it becomes neces- 
sary in the line of their work. 

The place is fitted up in first-class style, 
and all kinds of liquor, from beer to fanc 
wines, are kept on hand. People of all 
grades of wickedness visit these dens, and 
the laws of the State are broken there 
nightly. The proprietors of these houses 
do not refuse to admit young boys and 
girls. Anything and everythin at has 
money enough to pay for a {s allowed 
to gs into the traps, and hardly a week 
passes that some soul is not lost. During 
the past few months more than one giri 
who might have become a respectable mem- 
ber of society has graduated from the way- 
side assignation house to the infamous dens 
on Alameda or New High street. 

These young girls are ruined by well- 
known young bloods and married rakes, 
who hang about and are ever ready.to start 
some poor thoughtless dupe on the down- 
ward grade. The girl is not so mucn to 
blame, for the reason that she does not 
know where she is going until it is too late, 
The male brute who has made up his mind 
to ruin her invites her out for a ride, makes 
it a point to pass the trap, and when he gets 
opposite the door he invites the unthinking 
one in to have some refreshments. If per- 
chance she has doubts as to the respectabil- 
ity of the place, he soon convinces her that 
it is kept by one of the most respectable 
old ladies in the world. He has known her 
for years, and thinks as much of her as he 
does of his mother. The victim finally 
gives way. and the moment she steps 
through the door there is hardly any 

wer under the sun that can save her. 

f he sees that she will not drink 
enough liquor to lose all seif- 

he manages, with the assistance 
of the landlady to drug her, and he accom- 
plish his purpose, and she comes out of the 
house with the brand of the fallen woman 
on her forehead. 

Only a few nights ago the wife of a prom- 
nent law maker of this city and a female 
friend spent several hours in one of these 
dens south of the city, and now the once 
fair name of the law-maker’s wife is on the 
tongue of every gambler and blackleg in 
the city. It happened in this way: The 
two ladies were out driving through the 
principal streets in the southern portion of 
the city. They had a fast horse, and, while 
passing down a street where racing is in- 
duiged in to a great extent, they were over- 
taken by a couple of the lowest 
gamblers in the city. The uaint- 
ance began by racing, and the first thing 
the ladies knew they were conversing with 
the blacklegs as if they had known them a 
number of years. One of the gamblers pro- 
— a trip to the wayside assignation 

ouse, which was near by. At first the 
ladies objected, but the men talked in 
a gentlemanly manner that they finally 
consented, and very soon their buggies 
were hitched in a quiet place and the quar- 
tette were drinking in a most friendly way 
in one of the fashionably-furnished rooms 
in the house. They entered the house at 
about 8 o’clock in the afternoon, and did 
not leave until 8o’clock in the evening, 
and they would not have left then had it not 
been that the lawmaker’s wife was afraid 
that her husband would be looking for her.

How to Obtain Settlers. 


There are very few who dispute the 
importance of settling our vacant lands 
with industrious farmers. The only 
difference is in regard to the best 
means to adopt in order to achieve that 
end. 

A correspondent in Tuesday’s Times 
showed how asettler of small means 
could do well on 20 acres. The amount 
which he shows to be necessary at the 
start, supposing the family to consist 
of four persons, is $2400. Even then, 
the settler would owe $2000 on his land. 
This 1s all right, as far as it goes, but 
there is a large class of home-seekers 
coming to California who do not have 
$2500 in cash, after paying fare for 
themselves and families and the ex- 
pe nses incidental to seeking and find- 
ing a home in a newcountry. This 
would necessitate the possession of at 
least $3000 when the old home is left. 
Some have this amount of money; some 
have more; but many have less, and 
some provision should be made for the 
latter, in order that we may be able to 
compete. with the inducements held out 
by the northern section of the Stace in 
the way of cheap homes for the land 
hungry. 

As a move in this direction, we 
would suggest that some of the owners 
of big tracts of land in Southern Cali- 
fornia offer subdivisions of ten, twenty 
or forty acres, according to the produc- 
tive capacity of the soil, to actual set- 
tlers, on, say, six years’ time, no cash 
to be paid down, atthe endof one 
year the interest only, and at the end 
of each subsequent year, for five years, 
twenty per cent. of the purchase price, 
in addition to theinterest. Taking 
twenty acres, at $100 an acre, and in- 
terest at eight per cent., this would 
give the settler $160 to pay at end of 
the first year; $560 at end of the second 
year, and from that down to $432 at 


end of the sixth year. Such moderate 


payments would justify a man in buy- 
ing a place on time, without fear in re- 
gard to his being able to make the 
tract pay for itself within the allotted 
period. Then, having no cash to pay 
down for the place, the settler could 
use all his available funds for build- 
ings, implements, stock, seed and pro- 
visions. The land-owner, on his side, 
is fully secured by the land itself and 
the improvements which the settler 
would make. | 

Of course, it is of little use to ask 
land owners to grant such easy terms 
as these, merely from a benevolent 
motive, or even from a motiye of gen- 
eral interest in the advancement of ) 
Southern California. There is no need 
to doso. Such a plan would ‘benefit 
the seller, as well as the section at 
large. Let a land-owner sell alternate 
tracts in this manner, and he will soon 
find that he can dispose of the inter- 
vening tracts, without trouble; on 
ordinary terms and at advancing 
prices. A syndicate, composed of 
local capitalists, might also buy a 
large tract of land from the owner, 
subdivide it, and sell itin the manner 
indicated, charging a moderate profit 
on the purchase price, in addition to 
the interest. As soon as the alternate 
tracts were sold, the price on the re- 
mainder could be raised, besides which. 
an additional profit could be made from 
a moderate sized town site, lots in 
which would come into demand as the 
truct was settled. The management 
should also interest itself in establish- 
ing fruit canneries and drying works, a 
cooperative store, etc., for the benefit 
of the settlers, all of which enter- 
prises could be made to pay good in- 
terest on the money invested. 

This is the outline of only one plan. 
Many others might be suggested, vary- 
ing more or less from the above in 
detail, and some of them perhaps 
improvements thereon, but the details 
ere of comparatively small importance, 
provided the main idea outlined above 
be followed. Some such plan as this 
must be adopted, if the fertile soil of 
our vacant lands is to be developed to

Tramps. 

Southern California is getting to be 
something of a Mecca for the genus 
tramp of colder localities. There is 
something very tempting to those gen- 
try in a climate where the sun fur- 
nishes about as much fuel as is needed 
for comfortable warmth, and where 
great orange orchards are convenient 
to ease their hunger. More vigorcus 
measures are needed to rid thé country 
of this element. It is mistaken justice 
to fill our jails with vagrants, feed and 
clothe them and keep them in idlenéss. 
When such inprisonment is sure to 
bring with it the requirement for a day 
of steady, hard work for every day in 
which the prisoner is fed and nourished 
at the public expense, there will be 
fewer tramps and vagrants. Work is 
the one thing which they wish to avoid, 
but ifthey find that the jail does not 
shield them from it they will prefer 
freedom, with the opportunity: to 
choose their own employment, with 
just enough: work to keep body and 
soul together. Imprisonment with 
idleness never yet reformed any man. 
The old covplet will hold true to the 
end of time, while human nature re- 
mains what it is: 


Satan finds some mischief still, 
For idle bands to do.“ 


Tne civil-service-reform pretenses 
of the Administration will not stand 
the test of fact. An industrious person 
has taken the trouble to make an analy- 
sis of what has been accomplished, and 
has successfully demonstrated that 
there has been substantially a clean 
sweep. The only difference has been 
that the changes were not quite as 
rapid as the spoilsmen would have 
liked, for the President is slow in his 
methods, and has insisted upon at- 
tending to all petty details himself. In 
the Treasury Department the 227 com- 
missioned officers were mostly changed 
at the beginning of the Administra- 
tion. In the Interior Department there 
are only seven Republicans in office. 
Ot the 2400 Presidential offices there 
are Only 50 Republicons still in office. 
In the diplomatic service, where ex- 
perience counts for more than any 
other branch of the public service, 
there is not a Republican remaining. 
The consular officers, too, with a very 
few trifling exceptions, have all been 
removed. 


Boston has been hit very hard by the 
fallin Atchison stocks during the past 
year. Atchison has fallen from 99§— 
the highest point—to about 57. This 
decline of forty-three points means, on 
the total number of shares—750,000—a 
shrinkage of 832.250.000! California 
Southern has fallen from 474 to 22, and 
other roads to less extent, the total de- 
preciation reaching enormous figures. 
A careful estimate places the total 
shrinkage of values of Boston railroad 
stocks in 1888 at $100,000,000. At the 
same time, the highest prices in 1888 
were materially less than in 1887, when 
Atchison sold as high as 119%. As the 
influx of winter visitors to Southern 
California is largely recruited from 
among the citizens of Boston, it is fair 
to presume that such heavy losses may 
have some effect on the tide of travel 
this season. Many New England fami- 
lies will have to forego their usual 
hibernating excursion. 


* 
„ SINCE 1880, no less than 124,000,000 
acres of Government land have been 
located for settlement in the United 
States. This heavy drain on the East- 
ern States has caused a measurable de- 
crease in the farming population of 
some of them, the apparent gain being 
due to the increase in the population 
of the cities, largely composed of for- 
eign elements. This is true even of a 
State so far west as Illinois. Local 
census returns show that, outside of 
Chicago, the population of that State 
has slightly fallen off since 1880. The 
fact is that the Pacific Coast is securing 
the cream of the population of the 
United States and of our foreign im- 
migration, while the less enterprising 
and less desirable European immi- 
grants, as a rule, stop in eastern cities. 
Let Southern California leave tone 
unturned to secure at t her due 
share of the immigration wuich is com- 
ing to the Pacific Coast. |

A Bill to Admit Arizona and Idaho In- 
trodue dt. 


The National Board of Trade’s Plea

WASHINGTON, Jan, 2.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.| A bill introduced today by 
Representative Springer provides an en- 
abling act for the admission of Arizona and 
Idaho as States. The people of the two 
Territories are authorized to hold an elec- 
tion on Tuesday after the first Monday in 
November, 1589, for the eléction ef dele- 
gates to a constitutional convention, to meet 
on the first Wednesday in January, 1>90. 
The constitutions framed at those conven- 
tions are to be voted upon by the people of 
the two proposed States on Tuesday after 
the first Monday of November, 1890, and it a 
majority shall be found in favor of ratifica- 
tion, authority is given to each Territory to 
form a State government, which, however, 
shall remain in abeyance until the respect- 
ive State constitutions shall be approved by 
Congress. 

PLEA FOR HARBOR IMPROVEMENTS.
